At least one quarter of 
Persia's ten million inhabitants arc 
nomadic, because of the large desert in 
the centre of the country. Some of the 
more primitive natives are fierce f ignit- 
ers, and of rather barbaric appearance. 
The villagers, however, are usually 
starving,' uid are extremely quiet" and 
good in disposition. " Row l^ëy mm^^ 
âge to eke out their livliag is sùn>fisiiig. 
Sir Percy stated. 

Partially due to the 'extremely- dry 
climate, there are fewer animals found 
in Persia than elsewhere. There are 
large flocks of "fat-tailed sheep" how 
ever, lliese peculiar animals store up 
fat hi their tails for sustenance in the 
lean, months. Goats ai*e found as are 
sheep, and occasionally oxen, which 
are smaller than those known to tis 
Persia is imdwni'-for . Its nightingales 
and .its fine buflàloe^l ' 

Turning now toHhe progress of 
Persia, <the speaker indicated the older 
methods of. transport by camel and 
oxen which were giving place to the 
modem motor and railwàjri^The rail- 
way is in the process of ' construction^ 
and will extend from the Caspian Sea 
to .the Persian Gulf.' "The present, trend 
of Persia is to '^'Wèsternissaàian''' as 
quickly as possible.' 1%e 'Eùrbpéan' abd 
ttie American are . being cexduded, the 
speaker stated. Persia^ is;-experiencing 
a definite progress. at the moment.. Oil 
in the main product'iuiandt^; Percy 
noted the work :injci*vUizihg' dbhe by 
the Anglo-Persian -pu Company. Tur- 
quoise mhies are also. Van important 
source of income for Persia. Crops, in 
spite of tho dry cllsi::'e ore abundant. 
And' so the population of ten million 
^és in the relatively barren land' of 
Persia, a large number of these people 
nomads.

l^jnade wha^^l^ffiMcar alliances it ^e- 
IJsired ; follow emE ^^ of economic 

policy. . Ih' îa^l^^ffiM pursued its own 
(existence, as- iflltlBSafSo- neighbour at all. 
iAhd yet the two countries have not quar- 
reled. ■ 

There have been opportunities for 
0grave differences ,of .vfeelingi^andkopihion 
|rt^o arise rindeed it.sometîffieâS 
|?IAlways however, a common sense attitude 
0has been adopted; the people of both 
l^countries are well aware that war does not 
' "Pay, has not paid, and , never will pay. , 
V. Especially cordial relations have ex- 
ted since the Great War; a feeling of 
. 'hich there are many evidences. During 
•^^■jjthe time that the United States was trying 
enforèe Prohibition, they, were . obliged 
|i!j';;to adopt extraordinary measures to effect 
M'their purpose, such as the use of the "one 
hour's sailing from the shores of the U.S." 
Jitegulation.- This and other methods they 
Unemployed gave rise to many disputes be- 
gl^^twsen the nationals of Canada and the 
pynited States; but did they turn., it into 
, matter of "vital" importance'! such as 
j^^'^any European countries would, have 
l^done?^ No.' They settled the niâjority^ of 
' the disputes amicably by arbitration. 

In fact not only did Canada take no 
• ,6ffence at this, they even assisted the 
iVnited States, in., the efforts to enforce 
rohibitiph, hy declining, to give clearance 
"apers to any cargoes of liquor desigried 
■or, the. United States. .Many other' In- 
itancea of ëood will and cooperation could 
,,JÔ cited. There ' is for example, extradi- 
tion: Canaida has afforded the fûllést fa- 
•dlities to the United States in réturning' 
criminals sought by the làw there, and the 
United States has sliriilarly reciprocated. 

Undoubtedly this mutual attitude of 
toleration and conciliation has been to the 
benefit of both Canada- land the United 
States. and in the light of this it seems,
